1 told you some weeks ago that 
] expected to write a general aur 
ticle on cows, so here ijt comes, ‘To 
my mind the cow has been man’s 
greatest benefactor, Oxen pulled 
covered wagons across the borders 


into the frontier territory, They; 
drug up the logs to be used in 
building forts, homes and other 


buildings; they drug logs and tree- 
tops from the cleared lands in or- 
der that man might cultivate the 
fresh soil; they pulled the first 
plow-shares in the cultivation of 
the soil, and this first cultivation 
was by far the hardest, as the earth 
was full of roots and stumps; they 
hauled in for storage the gathered 
crops and did the general work 
round the farm; they hauled the 
gathered farm produce to market 
and brought back provisions for 
the family and the farm; they 
hauled logs to the mills to be cut 
into lumber that our cities might 
be built and they hauled the man- 
ufactured lumber from the mill to 
the places where it was used; they 
were used as beasts of burden in 
our iron and coal mines; the milk 
cow has furnished milk, the most 
Wholesome diet known to man; she 
has furnished cream, butter and 
cheese, as well as the hundreds of 
other products manufactured from 
milk and cream; the cow has fur- 
nished us many varieties of meats, 
some of which ave the most deli- 
cious and palitable of all foods 
known; the cow has furnished 
bones and horns for our buttons; 
she hag furnished hey hoofs to be 
made into glue, her hair to be made 
into cushions and the wastage from 
her body for fertilizer; she has 
furnished hey skin for man’s shoes 
and clothes and also to be used in 
hundreds of other ways for the 
pleasure and benefit of man; she 
has manufactured and furnished 
the fertilizer to produce our crops 
and if all the fertilizer had been 
saved from the cow our lands 
would be rich today; she hag also 
increased in number, enriching all 
men who have owned them and 
cared for them. Can we say half 
this much for any other animal? 
Has any other animal or living 
thing been worth half as much to 
the human race as the cow? The 
cow has done all these things for 
you and your family, but most of 
us have done nothing or very little 
for the cow, It seems to me that 
the one animal which has prob- 
ably done more for man than all 
the other animals should have 
more attention and more consid- 
eration than most of us are giving 
to our cow. I appreciate what the 
cow has done for me, and some- 
times when I pass‘a beautiful milk 
cow, I am almost tempted to stop 
and make my most graceful bow, 
because I realize fully the fact 
that she has in truth and in fact 
been man’s greatest benefactor. 
* * * 

These articles carry the name of 
“The Cow Pen’’ because the writer 
believes that the cow pen is the 
“mud sill” of man’s progress in 
this country. I sometimes believe 
that a monument should be erect- 
ed to the honor of the cow. I know 
of no warrior, statesman, poet, ed- 
ucator or philanthropist outside of 
Jesus Christ who has done more 
for the human race than has the 
humble cow. If the average citi- 
zen in Southeast Alabama could 
be made to realize and appreciate 
the true value of the cow, I be- 
lieve that no other realization 
could do more to stimulate the av- 
erage man’s interest in cows, there- 
by lifting our people from our ex- 
isting poverty. If the cow has 
done just one-half as much as I 
have just enumerated, she is en- 
titled to man’s best care and atten- 
tion.

per pound of lint cotton, The full 
proceeds of the lint, however, must 
be handled for the account of this 
office, 

Where cotton is sold in the seed, 
the allowance foy picking will be 
not to exceed 40¢ per hundred 
pounds of seed cotton, 

There are three ways of handl 
ing cotton at this time which will 
be acceptable to this office: 

(1) First, of course, is imme- 
diate sale to local buyer, in which 
case the buyer should be informed 
of the Government’s lien against 
this cotton and requested to draw 
check for the proceeds thereof in 
favor of the Governor, Farm Cred- 
it Administration, and forward it 
direct to this office or hand it to 
our authorized Field Inspector, It 
may be that the buyer will insist 
that the seller named the 
joint payee of this check, This is 
somewhat of a disadvantage, but 
will offer no objection if the 
buyer insists on drawing the check 
in favor of the producer and the 
Governor, Farm Credit Administra-

In shipping cot- 
ton to the Association, the bill of 
lading or the warehouse receipts 
should bear notation to the effect 
that the cotton is under lien to the 
Governor, Farm Credit Administra- 
tion. If the cotton is delivered to 
the several Cotton Cooperative As- 
sociations, sufficient cotton must be 
delivered to cover the loan at the 
market price of cotton on the date 
placed with the Association, plus 
storage and insurance for a six 
months’ period, membership dues, 
reserve, overhead, and transporta- 
tion, if cotton is concentrated, 

All cotton stored must ge stored 
in Federal Bonded Warehouses or 
placed with the several Cotton Co- 
operative Associations and it must 
be sold or the price fixed on or 
before April 1, 1984. During the 
period from maturity date of the 
loan on October 81, 1938, until 
April 1, 1934, the cotton may be 
sold or the price fixed by the pro- 
ducer, or, the Governor of the 
Farm Credit Administration may 
exercise the authority given by the 
producer in the application for the 
loan to sell or fix at any time sub- 
sequent to October 31, 1933.
